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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claims have been amended to require at least one SNP from position 61 ,465 
or 35,983 of SEQ ID NO: 1 . It is noted that the claims require a SNP from SEQ ID NO: 

1 . Position 61 ,465 of SEQ ID NO: 1 when aligned to SEQ ID NO: 2 is 61408 of SEQ ID 
NO: 2. Position 35,983 of SEQ ID NO: 1 when aligned to SEQ ID NO: 2 is 35935 of 
SEQ ID NO: 2. Moreover, the claims require that the SNP is found in a general 
population with about 25% or less frequency. The instant specification teaches the A at 
position 35983, for example, is present in the general population at 95%, thus, the wild 
type is not encompassed by the instant claims. Similarly, the G at 61 ,465 is present at 
95% in the general population and is not encompassed by the instant claims. The 
specification has associated the SNP of G at position 35,983 of SEQ ID NO: 1 and the 
A at position 61,465 of SEQ ID NO: 1 with human hemochromatosis. Therefore, probes 
comprising the non-wild type alleles may be used to isolate and detect the nucleotide 
present at the particular SNP for determination of risk for HH.
